FAMOUS OLO- |KNITTED BROWS 
HADDON HALL CLINCHED FIST 
TOBEGLOSED HELP THINKING

LONDON, Feb, 6.—Haddon Hall, 
historic home of the Dukes of Rut- 
land, is protably closed forever to 
the public. This ancient Derby- 
shire showplace is looked upon as 
a national asset and sometimes 
thousands of people have visited 
it in a day.

Haddon Hall came into the 
session of the Manners 
through the marriage of 
Vernon and John Manners, 
the end .of the Sixteénth century, 
but it has not been used as a 
residence for nearly two hundred 
years, the last of the Manners who 
lived there being John, the second 
Duke of Rutland, whose eldest son 
was the famous Marquis of Gran- 
by, the celebrated general, Some 
parts of the building are of the 
Norman period, and experts have 
expressed the opinion that it is 
likely these were grafted on a 
Saxon erection. 

The present Duke, who succeed- 
ed his father Jast May, received 
the hall and a few,+housand acres 
after the greater portion of the 
estate had been disposed of in 1920 
to meet heavy taxation. Since then 
improvements have been continu- 
ally made, among the: first being 
the placing of a new roof on the 
famous old banqueting hall.

CHICAGO, Feb. 5.—Science has 
recognized the knitted brow and 
the clenched fist of Rodin’s “Tink- 
er” as eminently fitting the title 
of the famous work of art. 

Recent studies of musclar tens- 
ion conducted in the psychology 
department of the University of 
Chicago show that a person can 
think harder when the brow is 
knit and fits clenched than in a 
state of relaxation. 

A. G. Bills, investigator ‘in the 
psychology department has de- 
termined that mental ability is ac- 
celerated among students under 
extreme muscular tension. It was 
discovered that’ in every case the 
student could do faster and more 
accurate work when the muscles 
of the arm were held tense. 

The subjects of the experiments 
in musclar and mental co-opera- 
tion, as the tests are called, was 
given a dynamometer to grip 
while working a number of psy- 
chological problems in additon, 
memorizing and perception. The 
dynamometer is a device similar to 
the hand grips used by athletes in 
training. Then the subject was 
made to repeat the tests while he 
sat quietly in a relaxed position. 
He reacted more efficiently while 
gripping the dynamometer, Bills 
ascertained. 


Where the task called for every: 


accurate work, the effects of mus- 
cular tension were found to be 
less beneficial than where great 
speed was required. Contrary to 
accepted theories, however, when 
the subject continued at the job 
for a long time under tension he 
was still able to keep up his speed 
and seemed to experience less fati- 
gue than when he worked in a re- 
laxed state. 

A parallel is to be found in the 
gum and tobacco chewing of base- 
ball pitchers. When in a _ tight 
pinch the pitcher is ablé to make 
his jaw muscles do the gripping 
equivalent to the hand grip of the 
dynamometer, the experiements re- 
vealed. ° 

Whether gum chewing among 
stenographers is justified from the 
psychological viewpoint, Mr. Bills 
has not determined. 

Just exactly what happens to 
the body and the mind is explain- 
ed by the scientists as due to the 
heightened tonicity of tension, Mr. 
Bills said. Briefly, he sajd, this 
condition may be: described as fol- 
lows: 

“The difference between a sleep- 
ing individual and one who is 
about his work is largely a mat- 
ter of tonicity. At. all times, in 
the waking state, the muscles are 
under some degree of _ tension. 
When you heighten this tonicity, 
the individual becomes wider 


awake and therefore more capable ; 


of carrying on mental activity.”

MISSING DRY 
RAIDERS ARE 
FOUND DEAD

EAST ST. LOUIS, HL, Feb, §.—
